(Vol. Ill)—The Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following further amendments 
in tne Notification of tne Government of India in the 
late Ministry of Industrial Development No- F. 7 
(151/7-lC, dated the 26th August, 1971 as amended 
from time to time. 

2. Para 1 of the scheme is amended as follows :—• 

This Scheme may be called the Central Out¬ 
right Grant or Subsidy Scheme, 1971 for industrial 
units to be set up in Selected backward districts/ 
areas. 

3. The existing Para 4(g) of the Scheme shall be 
substituted as follows :— 

‘Selected district/area’ means, ‘Category ‘A’ 
comprising of no-industry districts plus special 
regions (Annexure-1); Category ‘B’ comprising of 
districts currently eligible for Central Subsidy 
minus districts included in Category ‘A’ (Annexure- 
II) and Category ‘C’ comprising of existing 246 
concessional finance districts minus those included 
in Category ‘A’ and ‘B’ (Anncxure-III). 

4. The following Sub-para may be added under 
Para 4(h) of the Scheme :— 

Further in respect of industrial units set up 
on or after 14-1983, the rates of subsidy will be 
as under :— 

(i) In respect of Category ‘A’ districts, 25% of 
the fixed capital investment or additional 
fixed capital investment, as the case may be, 
subject to a maximum of Rs. 25 lakhs- 

(ii) In respect of Category ‘B’ Districts, 15% of 
the capital investment or additional fixed 
capital investment, as the case may be, subject 
to a maximum of Rs. 15 lakhs; 

(iii) In respect of Category ‘C’ districts, 10% 
of the fixed capital investment or additional 
fixed capital investment, as the case may be, 
subject to a maximum of Rs. 10 lakhs- The 
companies registered under the Monopolies 
and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1969 
and Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1974 
will not be eligible for Central Investment 
Subsidy in tnis Category : 
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Provided further that Blocks/Taluks/Urban agglo¬ 
merations extension of townsnips in Categories ‘B' & 
‘C’ where investments have exececed Rs. 30 ci'oiesas 
on 31-3-1983 shall not be eligible lor Investment 
Subsidy. 

Certified nucleus plants set up in identified dis¬ 
tricts/areas in Categories ‘A’, ‘B’ and ‘C’ on or after 
1-4-1983 shall be eligible for Central Investment 
Subsidy as follows 

Category ‘A’—25% upto a ceiling of Rs. 25 lakhs. 
Category ‘B’—20% upto a ceiling of Rs. 20 lakhs. 
Category ‘C' -15% upto a ccilling of Rs. 15 lakhs. 

The modified Scheme has come into force with 
effect from tne Isrt Apiil, 1983 ana shall continue till 
the 31st March, 1985.
